Beyond that, Kissinger and Vor- 
ster will discuss South West Africa, 
the territory controlied by South 
Africa, 85 well as the Vorster gov- 
ernment’s policy of racial segrega- 
tion.

Kaddum settlers being 
offered site today

The Kaddum settlers will today 
be offered a site mear Kochav Ha- 
shahar, northeast of Ramailah, as 
& possible alternative to their pre- 
sent settlement near Nablus. The 
Offer wiK come from Yehiel Ad- 
mont, head of the Worlg Zionist 
Organization’s Settlement Depart- 
ment, who will be acting on behalf 
of the government. The settlers are 
expected to reject the idea. 
Admoni is to meet with the set- 
tlers’ leaders in his office in Jeru- 
salem this morning. 

Kochav Hashahar, now a Nahal 
outpost, is on the first range of 
hills rising up from the Jordan Rift 
— and is thus within the area of 
approved settlement delineated by 
the “Allon Pian.” 

The t's intention to 
offer the Kaddum settlers Kochav 
Hashaher was first reported by 
The Jerusalem Post on May 11, two 
days after the Cabinet decision 
banning : 


supporters in Gush Emunim rei- 
terated last night their insistence 
on remaiming “in the heart of 
Samaria” — which would apparent- 
ly mean a fTejection of Kochav 
Hashahear. 


They pointed out that another 
group of would-be settlers, current- 
ly encamped at Ofra, were keen 
te settle at Kochav Hashahar. They. 
would counter-propose -that the 
Ofra group be settled at Kochav 
Hashehar, while they themselves be 
allowed to remain in “the heart of 
Samaria.” 

Another alternative which <Ad- 
moni is expected to offer — and 
which would seem eguaily unsatis- 
factory from the settlers’ viewpoint 
— is a site on the western edge of 
Samaria, close to the pre-1967 line. 
This site would be within the area 
of “Border rectifications” which the 
Cabinet hopes to obtain in a peace. 
settlement. 

The Kaddum issue wag raised at 
the Cabinet yesterday by the ILP’s 
Moshe Kol who said that seven 
weeks had passed since the Cabinet's 
May 9 decision with no action 
having been taken and the govern- 
ment’s credibility thereby suffering. 

Minister Yisrael Galili, chairman 
of the Ministerlal Settlement Com- 
mittee, replied that the meeting 
with Mr. Admoni had been set up 
for today. Galili did not specify 
what Admoni would offer. Mr. Kol 
said later that he and other minis. 
‘ters assumed all offers made would 
be within the “Allon Plan.” 


Reports of only $200m. 
US. aid ‘well-founded’

Israel has its “disap- 
pointment” to the U.S. at the $200m. 
which President Ford has reportedly 
allocated it in aid for the “transi- 
tional " Foreign Minister Yi- 
gal Allon told the Cabinet yesterday 
that Ambassador Dinitz had. regis- 
tered Israel's disappointment unof- 
ficially — since Jerusalem has re- 
ceived no official notification yet of 
the Administration's decision. 

But Alion seemed to acknowledge 
that the reports were well-founded. 

Israel had been hoping for some 
$375m, for the July-October period 
— less than its original $550 mil- 
lion request, but still almost $200m. 
more than the sum it will now get. 

Premier Rabin declared that it 
was “premature” to react to the 
$200m. ‘There had been no official 


‘message from Washington, and no 


Administration official had publicly 
confirmed the reports, the Premier 
noted. They stemmed, he said, from

tive might brighten once the Leba- 
nese crisis ended. 

Allon replied that to date Israel 
had received “no authoritative in- 
formaticn" that any Arab state 
was ready for end-of-war πὶ 
tions. He confirmed, though, that 
Avineri had found an optimistic 
assessment in Washington: a hope 
that things would change for the 
better once the Lebanese war was 
over. 

Rabin seemed to pooh-pooh this. 
“There is no basis for am assess- 
ment of new prospects...” he 85- 
serted.

One reason for the secrecy, ac- 
cording to the magazine, apparently 
involved the potentially explosive 
section dealing with the 1974 elec- 
tions, in which Haley identified 
“five friendly senators who are 
ready for re-election and should be 
helped,” as well as “six adversaries 
who are vulnerable.” 

Haley's plan called for Arab ‘in- 
tervention by performing numerous 
services for favoured candidates, 
such 23 fund-raising, opinion poll- 
ing, production of 
vision commercials, and other cru- 


campaign services. 
Under the US. law, it is illegal 


for foreign nations to imtervene in 
domestic elections. Therefore, the 
Haley report suggested that Arab- 
Americans and their 
actively support “friendly” candida- 
tes. “Parade” said that several 
Arab-American organizations acti- 
vely supported former Senator J. 
William Fulbright’s unsuccessful ef- 
fort in the 1974 election, (Fulbright 
was considered pro-Arab during his 
years as chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee.) 
“Parade,” which conducted a three- 
month investigation into Arab pro- 
efforts in the U.S. reported 
that “since the blueprint was com- 
pleted, the Arab nations have mo- 
bilized a vast network of influential 
lawyers, Washington lobbyists, pub- 
lic relations experts, political con-

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Defence orders will [ 
have to be cut

‘The Defence Ministry is preparing 
8 revision in its purchase orders of 
defence items following President 
Ford's decision to grant Israel only 
$200m. for the “transitional quar- 
ter” (instead of the $550m. request- 
ed by Israel), The Jerusalem Post 
learned yesterday. 

One possible outcome of the re- 
vision is that defence purchases 
will be delayed. 

There is no question that defence 
purchases will decline as a result 
of the cut in U.S. aid, sources in 
Jerusalem said yesterday. However. 
it is too early to decide yet on the 


specifie changes necessary, the 
sources added, 
‘The U.S. has not yet informed 


Israel officially of the chenges in 
the aid: perhaps there is still time 
to make an effort to change Ford's 
decision (as Premier Rabin hinted 


- yesterday). 


Israel will receive $2,200m, ac- 
cording to the Congress’ recom- 
mendation. Although this sum is 
for 15 months, Israel has no imme- 
diate cash flow problems which 
force It to make 2 quick decision. 

It is also evident, officials said 
yesterday, that the cut in U.S. aid will 
also hurt the civilian sector of the 
economy. This will necessitate a 
harsher economic policy, but along 
the same lines as the present one. 

Israel should make more efforts 
to save dollars, mainly through Te- 
ducing imports and increasing ex- 
ports, the sources said. Details of the 
means to achieve this target (which 
is yet unquantified) have not yet 
been prepared. Treasury officials 
said yesterday that the necessary 
measures, if any, will be brought to 
the Cabinet in July or area when 
the Cabinet is scheduled to discuss 
the economic situation.

However, according to Treasury 
estimates a cut of 750m. was need. * 
ed in order to keep a ceiling of 
1IL32,300m. for the defence budget. 
The question asked yesterday in Je- 
Tusaiem is what will happen to the 
remainder of IL250m.? 

One Defence Ministry official gave 
the following explanation: The Ca- 
binet’s decision reads “to absorb 
price increases of more than 25 per 
cent in the defence budget, in the 
sum of IL.500m.” Thus, he said, the 
sum fixed is the maximum the Min- 
istry will absorb if prices increase 
by more than 25 per cent. If the 
price hike is higher than IL500m. 
the defence budget will have t) be 
increased to meet the additional 
costs. 

Officials had a different 
int tion. Since the Cabinet 
did not increase the ceiling of the 
defence budget, the Ministry can not 
spend more than fixed in the overall 
budget approved, which is IL32,300m. 

The two sides agree that this 


question will be resolved in six 
months time, when the exact price 
increases are Known. However, it 
seems that the Defence Ministry 
got the upper hand. The Treasury 
asked for a IL750m. cut but only 
1L500m. was approved. 

Treasury officials admit that 
iore cuts are impossible after July 
when the Ministries are permitted 
te spend the remainder of their 
pudgets. Thus it will be impossible 
to cut budgets again and if prices 
rise beyond the limit, the Treasury 
rather than the Defence Ministry 
will have to carry the burden. 


Welfare payments 

Welfare payments for. needy fa- 
milies in the Gaza Strip and Sinai 
were increased by 11 per cent as of 
June 1, according to Dr. M. Avitzur, 
assistant director-general of the Min- 
istry of Social Welfare. A family of 
four will now receive a monthly al- 
location of 11437, instead of 11.390.

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U.S: sees South Africa as key to Rhodesia problem 


Rhodesia, Vorster and Dr. K 


DR. KISSINGER'S recent foreign policy 
statements on southern Africa raised high 
expectations among the black nations of the 
region. The U.S. programme caked for early

the meeting scheduled this 
Thursday between Kissinger and South Afri- 
can Prime Minister John Vorster in West 
Germany — of all places. z 


THE OFFICIAL reason for Vorster’s visit to 
‘West Germany which began yesterday is to 
attend a conference of South African ambassa- 
dors from Western Europe, Britain, Israel, Iran, 
the U.S. and Canada. The Vorster-Kissinger 
meeting was announced as being arranged for 
“exploratory talks with an open agenda.” 

Of course, last week's bloody events in 
Soweto, the black township of Johamnesburg, 
will put a different complexion on what will 
be discussed, but they will not appreciably 
change the priorities. The increesed tempo of 
the Rhodesian guerrilla war (black -guerrillas 
struck for the first time into Rhodesia from 
Zambia) makes it evident that’ Rhodesia will 
remain a main topic of the meeting, ‘though 
the Soweto violence means apartheid could 
come higher on the agenda. ‘ 

The holding of such a conference is an un-

meeting in Germany — though this must have 
been jarred by the Soweto riots. 

The violence was ostensibly over the use 
of Afrikaans — regarded by Africana 85 the 
language of oppression — as ἃ medium of 
instruction in schools. But it could well have 
been planned by black nationalists to occur 
just before Vorster set out for Germany, in 
order to project the apartheid issue from the 
background into the forefront of the entire 
southern African iseue. 

‘The previous weekend, Rhodesian Premier 
Tan Smith made a flying visit to Pretoria to 
meet Vorster and the two obviously discussed 
the Kissinger meeting. Despite the role which 
the U.S. anticipates for South Africa in the 
Rhodesian scenario, it must be noted that 
Vorster has consistently refused to apply trade 
ganctions on Rhodesia which now almost to- 
tally depends on Pretoria for its economic 
survival. 


SOUTH AFRICA provides Rhodesia with ita 
sole outlet to the sea now that Mozambique's 
ports have been closed to it. But on Smith's 
return to Salisbury from Pretoria, there was 
no indication of any change. For Smith imme- 
diately swung into a tough statement, warning 
Zambia's President ἔς πὰ Kaunda against 
oe guerrillas to operate from his coun- 

Kissinger hopes to persuade Vorster to take 
stronger steps against Smith while possibly 
Teaching an agreement on the rights of Rho- 
desian whites in a settlement. But whatever 
he and Vorster may decide, it ia Smith whom 
they will have to convince. Not an easy task: 
Smith has shown proof of his stubbornness, 
while Pretoria has been unwilling to drastically 
change its stand. 

The Rhodesian war is piscing U.S. policy in 
a state of inconsistency. On the one hand,

The kibbutznik 
goes to college

THE ECONOMIC squeeze will force 
kibbutzim to Limit to about five per 
cent the number of members sent 
from each kibbutz to universities 
and other tustitutlons of higher 
learning. . 

This year about 7.000 kibbutz 
members are receiving post-high- 
school training π from even- 
ing courses at regional colleges to 
full-time study at nursing schools, 
teachers’ colleges and the univer- 
sities. 

Asked if kibbutzniks study 
“‘ugeless"’ professions for which 
there is no market, Abraham Broom 
of the Agricultural Centre explained 
that each kibbutz member wishing to 
enjoy higher education must have 
his request approved by the educa- 
tion committee and the general 
membership meeting of his kibbutz. 
This procedure controls who studies 
what, where and when. ‘‘We need 
more university trained people to- 
day because kibbutz industry is ex- 
panding and we also want to keep the 
genera) level high."" 

Among the 1,634 full-time universi- 


_ ty students, over 100 are studying 


agriculture and many more are 
bound for careers as teachers in kib- 
butz secondary schools. Ap- 
proximately 30 are studying 
medicine. 

Because it will be necessary to 
limit the number of university 
students, efforts are being made to 
find a way to raise the general 
educationa] level at kibbutzim 
without sending so many people 
away to study. 

It’ is hoped that the new 
Everyman’s University, offering 
correspondence courses on the un- 
dergraduate level, will be one solu- 
tion. Another is the regional college 
in which many kibbutz members, in- 
chiding older persons with many 
years of work experience, widen 
their horizons after working hours.

A dressing table for baby 


DO If YOURSELF 
MEIR FACTOR 


WHEN our third son was born, I 
decided the time had come to have 
something better than a rakeshift 
nappy-changing table, and I design- 
ed and constructed a cupboard as 
shown in the diagram. The plastic- 
surfaced flap is hinged with a long 
piano hinge and-supported two 
chains. The cupboard itself is divid- 
ed into shelves of various heights to 
take clothing, nappies, etc. 

To build the cupboard you will 
need the following materials: (all 
sizes of wood are finished sizes and 
you must make allowances for waste 
if you plan to cut the pieces yourself 
from a large sheet): 

From 20mm. chipboard, the 
following piecea: two 80cm. x 36cm. 
(top and bottom) ; two 56cm. x 36cm. 
(sides); one 56cm. x 30cm. (vertical 
division); one 80cm. x 60cm. (flap). 

From 12mm chipboard, you will 
need four pieces, 87cm. x 30cm. 
(shelves), and from 4mm. plywood, 
one piece 80cm. x 60cm, (back). Also 
needed are, 150cm. of iron chain with 
3mm.-thick links plus four \" W 
threaded eye bolts and four \%""W 
cap nuts (oom kova); two magnetic 
catches, one handle and an 80cm. 
length of piano hinge (tsir psanter). 

You-will also need 17x17 counter- 
sunk headed wood screws for the 
piano hinge and 40x20 screws for 
assembling the cupboard. Also a 
small quantity of plastic glue (devek 


plasti) and 16 brass shelf pins | 


(mahzike madaf). 

Cut the chipboard ({seeveet) to the 
sizes indicated. Mark out the 
positions of the sockets for the shelf 
pins and drill holes using a 6ram. bit 
to a depth of lcm. Make sure that the 
holes in the centre dividing strip line 
up with the holes in the sides. Assem- 
ble the sides and top ahd bottom:and 
mark position of screws. Hold the top 
and one side in position at 
right angles and drill pilot holes for 


‘the screws with a 2.5mm. bit. 


Enla: the holes in the top piece 
with a 4mm. bit so that the screws 
will not bind in the holes. Repeat the

The vertical division is then 
Tined up and fixed in position using 
pilot holes as previously. The tops of 
the holes (as also the corner holes) 
should be countersunk using either a 
countersink bit or a larger drill bit, 
580 that the screws can be screwed 
down flush with the surface of the 
wood. The piano hinge may now be 
attached. 


Place the opened hinge over the 
end of the flap ao that the central 
axis of the hinge is just over the 
edge. Mark the position of the holes 
with a pencil. Then position the hinge 
over the lower edge of the cupboard 
and again mark. Drill pilot holes for 
the 17x17 screws with a 1.5mm. bit. 
Screw the hinge to the cupboard 
first. Then, with the cupboard stan- 
ding upright on a piece of chipboard 
Mmwyn. thick, position and attach the 
flap to the cupboard. Take care that 
the flap fits squarely with the cup- 
board when closed. Three cen- 
timetres in from the edges and about 
10cm. in from the front edge, drill 
holes with a 6.5mm bit for the eye 
bolts. Open up the eye bolts with a 
pair of pliers so that the end of the 
chain can be inserted and then clos- 


‘ed up again with a hammer.

With the 
world's population expected to dou- 
ble in the next 80 years, it was hoped 
that Habitat would mark a reorienta- 
tion of priorities in order to cope with 
the problem of human settlements. 

The Canadian hosts spared πὸ ef- 
forts to make the conference a 
success. Urban affairs Minister 
Barney Danson, who happens to be 
Jewish, visited the Middie East and 
other areas in an attempt to ensure 
that politics woukil not intrude into 
the conference. In Vancouver itself, 
. the technical organization was 
elaborate and faultiess. Colour 
television sets at several points in 
the downtown area permitted the 
4500 delegates and 1,50¢-man press 
corps te view the p:

listening to translations over 
headsets. Transcripta were made 
available almost 33 soon 85 speakers 
returned to their seats. 

The conference itself proved over- 
organized, In the plenum, the 
Ministers heading each of the 154 
national delegations were all given 
the opportunity to speak and show 
specially prepared flim clips.

for Soctal Welfare Ministry projects. 
He has been asked by his colleagues 
toestablish a Christian Zionist Cen- 
tre’' in Jerusalem, where Christians 
could obtain information about the 
movement and how to support 
Israel. 


IN MEMORIAM / ISRAEL MEREMINSKI-MEROM 


ISRAEL MEREMINSEKI-Merom 
was for years a household name in 
Histadrut circles here and among 
American Labour leaders in 


America for many years because he. 


was “so captivatingly amiable that 
he could allay antagonists almost 
with‘a smile alone.” Merom died a 
little over a month ago, after 8 
prolonged ilJness, at the age of 84. 
A native of Slonim, a small town 
with a big Jewish community 
between Poland and Byelorussia, 
Merom became involved in public 
affairs at the age of 12, when he 
organized a protest meeting of 
Jewish pupils against the Kishnev 
pogrom. He was a Zionist Socialist 
from his school-days and while a stu- 
dent at the Moscow Polytechnic was 
elected secretary of the ‘“Ze'irei 
Zion” executive in 1916. Moving to 
Warsaw in 1919, Merom added 
editorship of the Yiddish-language 
“Befreiung’’ and the Hebrew- 
lan; “Ha'oved” to the political 


activities which ultimately led him 


Born optimist 
to become a delegate to Zionist 
Congresses. In 1924 Merom settled in 
Tel Aviv, was elected to the 
Histadrat Executive and charged 
with the Immigration Department. 
On one of his many missions abroad, 
he met in Winnipeg an enthusiastic 
young woman Zionist who translated 
his speeches and not long afterwards 
became his wife. : 


After the 1939 Zionist Congress. 
Merom was sent on a missidn to 
America and at the Poalei Zian- 
Zeirei Zion convention in Pittsburg, 
outlined in an impassioned speech 
the Zionist war aim: the creation ofa 
Jewish State in Palestine. He thus 
anticipated both Ber) Katznelson's 
plea and Ben-Gurion's fight at the 
“Biltmore*’ Conference. 

Returning home in 1946, Merom 
found political life barred by the 
emergence of new realities and turn- 
ed his activities to other fields, The

Histadrut chose him to head the 
Vocational Training Department, 
and Merom did wonders in creating 
the ‘Amal’ vocational schools with 
the help of the Jewish labour 
organizations in America. In 1958 he 
was made Histadrut Comptroller, ἃ 
post he held untiJ retirement in 1964. 

“He waa a stickler for detail and a 
charmer in human relation,” his 
widow May says. He was at ease 
with everybody — workers, national: 
leaders, big employers, Jews and 
Gentiles. He was a born optimist. In 
May 1949 he dismissed the Zionist 
Executive’s forebodings saying: 
“The main thing is the Deed. Things 
that must be done should be done in 
American tempo — but with a 
Jewish heart."

Justice Berinsen, who delivered 
the main decision of the High 
Court, Justice Etzioni concurring, 
held after discussing the evidence, 
that it was clear that not only had 
the petitioners not abandoned their 
Christian faith in Jesus as the 
Messiah but that they had become 
converted to Judaism for the pur- 
pose of propagating the teaching 
of Jesus amongst the Jewish com- 
Munities and converting them to 
the belief that he is the Messiah.

REPORTS FROM Washington suggest that President Ford's 
decision to set the interim “fifth quarter” aid to Israel at $200 
million is final. However, there is still much to that old Amer- 
ican saw that the only things final in life are death and taxes. 
The ups and downs of the decision-making process in the White 
House on this issue would seem to emphasize Washington's 
determination to keep it open as a chip in the unfolding of the 
next stage in relations with this country following the Amer- 
ican presidential elections. 

The impact of the immediate decision should be considered 
from two aspects: Israel's domestic budget and economic policy 
and U.S.-Israel relations. ᾿ 

The sum in question, which originally stood at $550m., is 
earmarked entirely for armament purchases in the U.S. which 
have already been authorized by hgh es enna There 
is eral agreement that the effect paring down the sum 
to yo00m. will not be felt ‘immediately, as previous American 
aid is providing the sums needed to cover current armaments 
purchases. The crunch will most likely come at the beginning 
of 1977, and at that time the Government will be faced with 
the difficult choice of cutting down its military orders or find- 
ing several hundred million dollars from an already perilously 
over-extended foreign currency budget. 

‘It is Gifficult at this point to forecast what the decision will 
be in another seven or eight months. For it is likely that then 
a third choice will be dangled before Israel’s eyes: receiving 
the missing funds from the next U.S. Administration as part 
of a package deal including further Israel concessions in nego- 
tiations with the Arab states. 

Popular Israel assessments of the impact of the Jewish vote 
on American political processes and policy decisions tend to be 
somewhat exaggerated, although such a consideration may in- 
deed have played a part in prompting Mr. Ford to authorize 
$200m. where earlier he opposed any such appropriation. But 
the purpose of the compromise sum may well be to leave 
Israel more dependent on the U-S. than before and more 
amenable to post-election pressures which are already being 
prepared in the State Department. 

‘Mr. Ford’s decision should also be taken as a timely re- 
minder of the urgency of putting our domestic house in order 
in much more determined fashion than has characterized the 
reform of our economy to date in anticipation of American 
demands for more, and perhaps even unacceptable, movement 
in the Arab-Israel dispute.

The 
conflict is fundamental and deep- 
rooted, and has resulted from the in- 
tense and widespread feeling among 
the Arabs that the very existence of 
Israel constitutes a violation of their 
legitimate rights. - 

Such a conflict is referred to in the 
literature on conflict resolution as a 
“‘structure-orlented conflict," as op- 
posed to an ‘“‘issue-oriented con- 
flict.” There is no specific issue or 
limited area of territory which when 
conceded by one side resolves the. 
conflict. Instead, one side to the con- 
flict — in this case the Arabs — seeks 
a structural change: a Middle Hast 
without Israel. 

The resentment and enmity is not 
limited to Arabs of Palestinian 
origin nor even to the Arabs In the 
countries neighbouring on Israel; it 
is prevalent even among Arabs liv- 
ing in countries as distant from the 
area of conflict as Iraq, Saudi 
Arabla, Lybia, and Algeria. Given 
the depth and persistence of feeling 
and the pitch of excitement that 
characterizes Arab attitudes to the 
conflict, it is most unlikely that it can 
be resolved in this generation except 
at the expense of Israel's existence. 

‘The growing economic power of 
the Arabs and their perception of 
their military successes in the last 
war have plunged the Arab worid 
into a feverish race to strengthen 
their military potential in prepara- 
tion for the next round. This effort is 
greatly facilitated by the readiness 
of the Soviet Union, the U.S., France, 
and England to trade modern ‘ar- 
maments for Arab oil money. For 
Israel this means an expensive long- 
term arma race accompanied by 
need to maintain a constant state of 
readiness in order to ward off a sur- 
prise attack that might come at any 
moment. 


The only reasonable explanation 
seems to be that an epidemic of 
wishful ing has struck many 
Isfaelis, including Government 
ministers, in the wake of the Yom 
Kippur War. This malady has 
brousne forth a number of 
pal logical symptoms, as witness 
the following “wishful thoughts" fre- 
quently heard in Israel: 

“The Arabs want to make peace 
with Israei."" Variations on this 
theme are: ‘Arab agreement to a 
cease-fire or to disengagement of 
forces {or to 8 state of non- 
belligerency, or to a cessation of the 
‘state of war’) is a first step to 
peace."” Such heliefs, so totally op- 
posed to Arab pronouncements, are 
explained by the following circuitous 
reasoning. 


Only now that Arab “honour” has 
been restored by their real or fan- 
cied military victories of the Yom 
Kippur War are they in a position to 
reach an accommodation with 
Israel. Or, alternately, Arab 
military failure in the Yom Kippur 
War has finally driven home to them 
the fact that they cannct hope to zet- 
tle the conflict on their terms by 
military means. Or, depending on 
the season,’ either Sadat (a self- 
proclaimed admirer of Hitler), Hus- 
il Wie aa al oped 

el in 1! espite appeals 
and promises), Assad (until 3 
considered wild-eyed and fanatical), 
is proclaimed the first true. moderate 
Arab leader to have appeared on the 
scene, and hence the opportunity of 
reaching an accommodation with 
them must not be missed. . 

“Arab agreement to modest 
Israeli withdrawals as part of in- 
terim agreements and eventually to 
large-scale withdrawals within the 
framework of a peace treaty will 
Free Israel from the need to retain 
strategic positions needed for its 
defence.”" Adherents of this thesis go 


NONE OF THIS makes sense to the 
objective observer. Had the Yom 
Kippur War found Israel in its pre- 
1967 borders, it is hard to see how we 
could have survived. If Nasser, back 
in May 1967, had had Sadat's ability 
to secretly prepare a simultaneous 

ise onslaught on all fronts, who 
knows what the outcome would have 
been? Since then the massive in- 
crease in Arab military. hardware 
bas made retreat from Judea and 
Samaria tantamount to Israel! sign- 
ing its own death warrant. . 
“The U.S. will nat permit the 

tion of Israel.” This 
“wishful thought” is often accom- 
panied by the claim that in any case 
israel cannot, in the long rum, main- 
tain sufficient to match the 
growing Arab power. Or alternately, 
that. while Israel cannot afford to 
lose a single war, it cannot count on 
winning every war. The happy con- 
clusion of this kind of reasoning is 
that there is no point to holding on to 
strategic positions such as Judea 
and Samaria; on the contrary, this 
might only endanger U.S. support, 
which is after all the only guarantee 
of Israel's existence. 

Long forgotten are the memories 
of May 1967, when despite Nasser's 
threat to annihilate the Jewish State, 
the U.S. would not come to Israel's 
assistance or, for that matter, the 
first week of the Yom Kippur War 
when Israel's existence was at stake, 
and she hed only herself to depend 
upon. And who fn Israel is aware of 
the post-Vietnam sentiment of the 
American people and Congress that 
there shall be no more overseas 
military involvement? 

The four specimens of wishful 
thinking cited are inconsistent with 
one another. Some of them are based 
on pious hopes regarding the 
peaceful nature of ultimate Arab in- 
tentions, while others are grounded 
{n despair. But they are ali offered

It came as a shock to find the foreign 
press more restricted in Israel than in 
many of thore totalitarian countries. 

I'm curious as to whether the 
author of The Jerusalem Post article 
was as qualified by experience to 
criticize my comparison angi was to 
make it. I could cite numerous ex- 
amples to back up the comparison, 
but I think one ought to get the point 
across. 

T spent a year-and'a half in South 
Vietnam the wartime regime 
of Nguyen Van Thieu. 1 encountered 
absolutely no pre-transmission cen- 

and no restrictions on getting 
to the scene of a news event —two of 
the major problems facing the 
foreign press in Israel. It would have 
been inconceivable for a foreign cor- 
respondent to be barred from the 
Scene of a riot as was done by Israel 
during the Galilee and West Bank 
disturbances. 

I gave a lot of thought to using the 
comparison and discussed the issue 
in detail with other experienced 
foreign correspofidents. We finally 
agreed that the comparison was 
needed to put the situation in Israel 
into perspe cee: T stand by both the 
accuracy of the com and the 
need to make It. spin
